MINUTES   OF   THE   ANNUAL   MEETING, 
HELD  JUNE   1,    1895. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Hawaiian  Mission 
Children's  Society  was  held  Saturday,  June  1,  1895, 
at  the  residence  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Atherton.  The  meeting 
was  opened  with  prayer,  led  by  Rev.  H.  Bingham.  D.D. 

Twenty-seven  members  were  present — the  presi- 
dent, Rev.  Q.  P.  Emerson,  occupying  the  chair. 

Minutes  of  meeting  of  Ma}'  4,  1895,  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  May  18  and  June  1,  were  read  and  accepted. 

The  following  were  made  eligible  to  membership, 
upon  payment  of  dues,  as  recommended  by  the  Board: 

Mr.  C.  Frasher,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  Leadingham,  and 
Miss  Grace  Richards. 

The  collection  was  now  taken,  amounting  to  $9.75, 
after  which  the  report  of  the  recording  secretary  for 
the  year  was  read,  and  ordered  printed  in  the  Annual 
Report. 

The  report  of  the  corresponding  secretary  was  next 
read,  and  also  ordered  printed  in  the  Annual  Report 
of  the   Society. 

The  treasurer  gave  a  verbal  report,  stating  that  the 
$2250,  as  appropriated  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
had  been  raised  and  paid  out  as  ordered,  "  leaving  him 
penniless."  It  was  voted  that  when  the  report  was 
completed  and  audited  by  the  vice-president,  it  be 
printed  with  the  others  in  the  Annual  Report. 

The  president  now  stated  that  the  election  of  offi- 
cers for  the  coming  year  was  in  order. 

Judge  W.  F.  Frear  was  nominated  and  elected 
president,  but  upon  Mrs.  Frear  stating  that  Judge 
Frear  was  unable  to  serve,  his  resignation  was  accepted. 
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Chief  Justice  A.  F.  Judd  was  nominated,  but  re- 
fused on  account  of  arduous  duties  and  the  distance 
of  his  home  from  the  center  of  the  town. 

Another  nomination  for  president  was  referred  to 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  as  recommended 
by  the  Board  : 

Vice-President,  Mr.  J.  S.  Emerson;  recording  sec- 
retary, W.  L.  Howard  ;  corresponding  secretary,  Mrs. 
L.  B.  Coan  ;  treasurer,  Rev.  O.  H.  Gulick;  elective 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  Rev.  O.  P. 
Emerson  and  Mrs.  O.  H.   Gulick. 

Mrs  W.  F.  Erear  was  nominated  for  an  elective 
member  of  the  Board,  but  whs  obliged  to  refuse,  and 
Mrs.  Gulick  was  elected.

It  was  voted  that  the  Mortlock  teachers  be  request- 
ed to  assist  the  Society  in  raising  the  $300  appro- 
priated, by  sending  mats,  fans,  shells,  and  other 
salable  articles  to  the  Society. 

Mr.  G.  P.  Castle,  who  has  had  charge  of  the  Maile 
Wreath  papers  for  many  years,  was  re-elected  for  the 
ensuing  year,  with  the  recording  secretary  as  assistant. 


The  Maile  Wreath  editors  to  serve  four  months, 
beginning  with  the  July  meeting,  were  elected  as 
follows  :  Mr.  C.  J.  Lyons,  chairman  ;  Rev.  O.  H. 
Gulick,  Miss  Laura  Pires  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Higgins. 
Editors  to  serve  four  months,  beginning  with  Novem- 
ber, were  elected  as  follows :  Prof.  T.  Richards, 
chairman  ;  Miss  Nettie  Hammond,  Mr.  W.  E.  Beck- 
with  and  Miss  M.  A.  Brewer. 

It  was  voted  that  the  address  of  the  retiring  presi- 
dent be  read  at  the  adjourned  annual  meeting,  to  be 
held  June  1 5th  at  the  home  of  Chief  Justice  Judd. 

At  this  adjourned  meeting  Rev.  O.  H.  Gulick  was 
appointed  secretary  pro  tern.,  in  the  absence  of  the 
recording  secretary,  W.  L.  Howard. 

Mr.  C.  Frasher  was  made  eligible  to  membership 
upon  payment  of  fee. 

The  corresponding  secretary  was  authorized  to 
make  further  additions  to  her  report. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  w.s  read  and  accepted. 
The  treasurer  was  by  vote  directed  to  look  up  the 
condition  and  manner  of  investment  of  the  Bond 
Fund,  and   report  at   the  next  meeting. 

Prof.  T.  Richards  was  unanimously  elected  presi- 
dent for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  appropriation,  "Aid  to  schools  of  Portuguese 
mission,"  was  amended  to  read,  "Aid  to  Portuguese 
mission  work." 

The  report  of  the  retiring  president,  Rev.  O.  P„ 
Emerson,  was  now  read  and  listened  to  with  much 
interest  by  the  members  present. 

Brief  addresses  were  also  made  by  Rev.  Douglas 
P.  Birnie,  and  Rev.  Capt.  Walkup,  of  the  schooner 
Hiram  Bingham. 

Mrs.  Judd,  Miss  Judd  and  Miss  Fleming  furnished 
music  for  the  evening.

Our  meetings  during  the  past  year  have  been  one 
less  than  usual,  on  account  of  the  existence  of  martial 
law  during  January,  but,  including  the  meeting 
to-night,  the  total  attendance  has  been  408,  or  an 
average  of  thirty-seven  for  the  eleven  meetings.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING 
SECRETARY. 


When  the  Morning  Star  sailed  away  from  our 
waters  last  July,  bound  on  her  annual  voyage  to 
Micronesia,  she  bore  a  precious  cargo.  There  were 
five  recruits  for  the  mission  field  :  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Price, 
mature  in  experience,  having  been  several  years  mis- 
sionaries in  China ;  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Rife  (ardent,  en- 
thusiastic "  Volunteers  "),  full  of  happy  anticipations 
for  their  work;  and  Miss  Crosby,  whose  restored 
health  she  gladly  re-censecrated  to  the  Master's  use. 
Mrs.  Garland,  the  captain's  special  mate,  but  mission- 
ary always  wherever  she  may  be,  went  as  passenger. 
With  these  there  were,  also,  Helen  Price,  a  little  girl 
of  nine  summers,  and  wee  Dorothy  Garland. 

Although  the  Star  is  always  laden  with  blessings,  it 
seemed  this  time  that  her  freight  was  richer  than  ever. 
Scriptures,  hymn  books,  school  books  in  five  lang- 
uages, live  stock,  plants,  bees,  boxes  and  bundles 
galore,  these  all  were  going  as  proofs  of  thoughtful 
deeds  for  need)'  ones.  How  gladly,  we  heard,  in 
course  of  time,  of  their  safe  arrival  at  their  respective 
stations— Dr.  and  Mrs.  Rife  and  Miss  Crosby  at 
Kusaie,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Price  at  Ruk.  Now  that  our 
little  ship  has  returned  to  us,  how  many  interesting 
details  we  have  of  the  welfare  and  work  of 

Our  Micronesian  Cousins. 

Of  Mr.  Walkup  we  learn  that,  during  1894,  his 
itinerating  tours  in  his  gasoline  craft,  the  Hiram 
Bingham,  had  required  seventy-two  anchorings  ;  that 
he  had  prepared  by  mineograph  9000  leaves  of  inter- 
national Sunday  school  lessons,  scattering  these  with 
much  seed,  also,  of  the  spoken  word.  At  some  of  the 
islands  dancing  and  drunkenness  were  holding  the 
poor    natives    in    the    bondage    of    Satan ;    on    other 


islands  there  were  drouth,  poverty  and  hunger.  At 
Tapeteuea  he  attended  the  funeral  of  a  good  old 
deacon,  whom  he  calls  "  a  walking  Bible,  '  as  he  could 
repeat  not  only  chapters  but  books  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment. At  Apaiang  the  king  had  signed  a  bill,  sent  in 
by  his  cabinet,  prohibiting  the  use  of  tobacco,  and 
dancing  also,  as  it  had  :'so  upset  things."  At  Maiana 
the  king  tells  the  people  that  "  dancing  was  locked 
out."  At  Banaba,  "  away  off  on  the  ocean,"  two 
vessels  had  during  the  year  been  buying  shark-fins. 
Some  of  the  poverty  stricken  people,  refusing  tobacco 
in  trade,  had  each  secured  a  half-dollar  for  the  fins, 
but  had  no  more  money  to  buy  Bibles  with.  Mr. 
Walkup  had  helped  them  to  the  other  half,  "  and 
Banaba,"  he  says,  "  is  richer  than  if  several  showers 
had  reached  them."  Summing  up  statistics,  he  tells 
us  that  there  has  been  received  from  sale  of  scriptures 
$634.75,  from  other  books,  $27l.*9,  while  "mission- 
ary collections"  amounted  to  $389.25,  a  total  of 
$1295.89  for  a  people  than  whom  there  are  few  on 
earth  more  impecunious.  Let  our  sympathy  and  our 
aid  go  to  Mr.  Walkup.  Without  a  home  other  than 
his  little  boat,  without  a  companion  of  his  own  race, 
without  one  intelligent  seaman  to  bear  the  heavy 
strain  of  care  that  must  come  on  one  navigating  a 
sometimes  disabled  and  leaking  boat,  amidst  dangers 
of  wind  and  tide  and  current,  he  surely  needs  encour- 
agement and  some  cooperation. 

Rev.  Mr.  Channon  and  Miss  Hoppin  give  very 
interesting  accounts  of  their  touring  with  their  pupils 
through  the  Gilbert  group  on  the  Morning  Star.  The 
story  she  tells  of  a  brave  girl  who  resisted  temptation 
and  persecution  at  the  hands  of  her  relatives,  that  she 
might  not  return  to  heathenism,  suffices  to  assure  us 
that  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  rescuing  these  children  ot 
the  isles. 

Mrs.  Channon's  busy  days  had   been  exchanged  for 
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a  period  of  quiet  rest,  made  necessary  by  illness  and 
prostration  from  overwork.  Of  Mrs.  Price's  severe 
illness  we  learn  with  regret,  but  give  thanks  to  the 
gracious  Healer  that  health  was  restored. 

Miss  Palmer,  Miss  Foss  and  Miss  Kinney  remain 
at  their  posts,  doing  faithful  work.  Ruk's  bit  of  sun- 
shine, as  Mrs.  Logan  called  Miss  Abell,  came  to 
Honolulu  by  advice  of  the  mission,  wisely  to  forestall 
breaking  down. 

At  "  Gilbertinia  "  brains  and  pens  have  been  busy. 
Mrs.  Bingham  has  revised  and  had  published  a  new 
edition  of  her  Gilbert  Islands  arithmetic. 

Dr.  Bingham  has  prepared  and  put  through  the 
press  a  Bible  dictionary,  finely  illustrated  with  cuts 
procured  from  the  American  Tract  Society.  To  this 
there  is  also  added  a  concordance,  and  the  next  trip  of 
the  Star  will  take  these  new  treasures  to  the  waiting 
people. 

Cousins    in    Japan. 

We  have  been  favored  by  Rev.  O.  H.  (iulick  with 
the  following  : 

"T.  W.  Gulick  and  wife  are  located  as  missionaries 
of  the  Christian  Alliance,  at  Miyoshi,  where  they  are 
fully  and  deeply  engaged  in  evangelistic  work.  Their 
son  Walter  is  teaching  in  Wisconsin.  Miss  Julia  Ann 
E.  is  doing  valiant  touring  work  in  different  cities  of 
the  large  Southern  island  of  Kyushu.  She  spends 
weeks,  yes  months,  first  in  one  city,  and  then  in  another, 
accompanied  by  a  Japanese  Christian  woman  helper; 
sometimes  stopping  at  Japanese  hotels,  at  other  times 
hiring  a  little  abode  and  keeping  house.  When  thus 
located  she  furnishes  herself  with  bedstead,  chairs  and 
table,  but  when  on  the  move,  as  she  often  is  for  weeks, 
she  is  destitute  of  even  these  three  foundation  requisites 
of  Western  civilization." 
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Mr.  Gulick  gives  also  an  extract  from  a  letter  from 
his  nephew,  Sidney  S. 

"The  complete  change  of  front  of  the  army  officials 
on  the  question  of  admitting  Christian  literature  in  the 
army  is  almost  worthy  of  being  placed  among  the 
miracles  of  history.  Rev.  H.  Loomis  has  already  dis- 
tributed about  70,000  copies  of  the  gospels,  and  1,300 
Testaments  to  the  officers.  I  heard  yesterday  that  the 
Emperor  had  heard  of  the  Bible  distribution  and  had 
asked  for  and  received  a  copy  of  the  Testament  and 
that  he  is  studying  it  daily."  Mr.  Gulick  adds:  "The 
outcome  of  the  war  is  sure  to  be  that  the  word  of  God 
as  revealed  in  the  Book  will  be  more  fully  than  ever 
before  proclaimed  in  the  three  great  Asiatic  nations 
involved.  Now  is  the  time  to  pray  that  the  hearts  of 
our  cousins  and  our  missionaries  in  the  Orient  faint 
not." 

We  have  received  from  Miss  Searle  acknowledgment 
of  Reports  sent  her.  She  writes  :  "I  never  felt  as  if 
I  quite  legitimately  belonged  to  the  Cousins'  Society 
until  a  cousin  of  mine  married  Hattie  Gulick,  though 
I  have  felt  a  special  interest  in  every  thing  connected 
with  the  islands  since  childhood."  Miss  Searle  has 
been  for  eleven  years  connected  with  the  Kobe  Girls' 
School,  which  they  are  beginning  to  call  "Kobe 
College." 

Miss  McCully  writes:  "The  terrible  warfare  which 
has  been  going  on  between  Japan  and  China  is,  of 
course,  an  absorbing  topic,  but  the  exciting  scenes  are 
distant,  and  life  here  in  Tokyo  moves  on  much  in  the 
old  manner,  except  that  more  troops  are  met  in  the  city, 
on  their  way  from  one  point  to  another;  and  in  cele- 
bration of  victories  there  have  been  great  demonstra- 
tions, Dut  in  this  immense  city  all  these  things  may 
take  place  and  leave  the  majority  of  people  quite  un- 
disturbed. I  go  a  long  distance  in  my  jinrikisha  to  an 
evening  school    with   never  a   thought   of  fear.     The 
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school  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  I 
have  given  several  hours  a  week  there  for  over  two 
years." 

Of  the  work  of  our  cousins  Wm.  H.  and  Alice  Gor- 
don Gulick  in  Spain  we  continue  to  receive  cheering 
reports.  In  'The  International  Institute  for  Girls"  at 
San  Sebastien,  of  which  they  are  the  principals,  "re- 
ligious instruction  is  given  daily  in  graded  classes,  and 
a  student  is  expected  to  review  the  whole  Bible  during 
the  course.  The  Bible  is  kept  in  the  front  among  all 
the  books  that  in  this  school  are  to  be  studied  daily 
and  systematically."  The  curriculum  of  study  com- 
pares favorably  with  those  of  Eastern  colleges,  and  it 
is  pursued  in  Spanish,  French  and  English,  books  in 
these  tongues  being  used  with  nearly  equal  ease  and 
profit  by  the  girls. 

Mr  Gulick  writes  :  "  I  little  thought  when  I  drew 
out  your  letter  and  the  Report  to  be  soon  answered, 
and  put  them  in  sight  before  me,  so  that  they  should 
not  be  overlooked,  such  sad  news  should  occur  to 
draw  out  our  feelings  so  tenderly  toward  members  of 
our  cousin  band  so  suddenly  called  to  suffer  such  bitter 
griel.  Charles  Carter  cut  down,  shot  down  in  the 
prime  of  lite  and  with  a  brilliant  future  before  him. 
And  Henry  Castle  swallowed  up  by  the  waters,  with 
his  daughter  Dorothy,  and  not  so  far  away  from  here  ! 
How  sad,  how  very  sad.  But  G  )d  is  the  loving  father 
of  us  all,  and  does  he  not  do  all  things  well  ?" 

Correspondence  in   the    States. 

Our  last  year's  plea  for  more  help  in  this  line  has 
met  with  pleasing  response.  Several  delightful  com- 
munications have  been  addressed  to  the  Society ;  more 
have  come  to  the  Secretary  as  personal  favors.  Al- 
most without  exception  the  letters  have  contained 
the  kindest  assurances  of  appreciation  of  the  Annual 
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Reports,  and  of  intense  sympathy  in  our  national 
struggles. 

One  of  earliest  date  was  from  Capt.  C.  A.  Colcord 
who  writes:  "  I  have  very  pleasant  memories  of  the 
few  years  I  spent  in  the  Islands,  and  it  has  been  a 
great  pleasure  many  times,  when  argument  ran  high 
about  your  government,  and  criticisms  were  severe,  to 
be  able  to  talk  understanding^,  not  only  of  the  cause, 
but  of  the  people  representing  each  side.  Mine  has 
been  an  easy  and  convincing  victory,  from  being  able 
to  state  facts,  and  contradict  a  lot  of  newspaper  talk 
which  had  no  foundation."  Of  his  father,  formerly 
Captain  of  the  "  Morning  Star,"  he  tells  us  that  he  is 
leader  of  a  Bible  class  of  two  hundred  members,  mostly 
young  men.  This  is  in  the  Bethesda  Sunday  School 
in  New  York.  His  sister,  Mrs.  H.  O.  Appleby,  had 
met  with  a  sad  bereavement  in  the  loss  of  her  son. 
He  writes  :  "  I  was  thinking  if  the  letters  to  the  Cor- 
responding Sectetary  were  of  so  much  interest  to  us, 
possibly  I  might  help  to  make  it  interesting  for  others, 
by  sending  a  word  of  cheer,  and  letting  them  know 
that  in  their  good  work  my  heart  was  with  them,  and 
purse,  (which  is  more  to  the  point)  so  far  as  my  diver- 
sified interests  along  this  line  will  allow.  So  I  herein 
enclose  twenty  dollars,  with  the  wish  that  I  could  make 
it  ten  times  that  amount.  Please  consider  it  an  offer- 
ing from  Capt.  and  Mrs.  C.  A.  Colcord.  How  often 
we  prove  that  saying  of  the  Master,  'more  blessed  to 
give  than  to  receive,'  and  I  think  the  more  we  do  for 
Him,  the  better  it  grows  all  the  way  along." 

Dr.  Lucy  M.  Ingersoll  writes  :  "  I  have  never  for- 
gotten nor  ceased  to  appreciate  the  honor  you  did  me 
in  admitting  me  as  a  member  of  your  circle  of  Cousins 
in*  1887.  For  a  long  time  I  have  wanted  much  to  tell 
you  of  the  absorbing  interest  with  which  I  have 
watched,  from  afar,  the  magnificent  struggle  you  have 
been  engaged  in  during  the  past  two  years.  How 
much  I  honor  you  for  the  course  you  have  pursued  in 
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spite  of  all  obstacles.  We  feel  a  great  admiration  for 
the  wisdom,  quiet  power,  good  judgment  and  executive 
ability  of  yonr  Republic.  I  hope  the  day  is  not  very 
distant  when  true  hearted  Americans  can  give  you  a 
hearty  welcome  into  our  sisterhood  of  States.  Hono- 
lulu is  the  dearest  place  in  the  world  to  me.  I  am 
there  in  spirit  much  of  the  time." 

Mrs.  Merritt  writes  of  a  home  missionary  enterprise, 
undertaken  by  the  church  of  which  Mr.  Merritt  is 
pastor.  Fifteen  miles  from  them  was  a  settlement, 
where,  within  a  radius  of  two  miles  and  a  half,  were 
more  than  a  hundred  children  who  had  never  seen  a 
minister,  many  of  them  had  never  heard  a  prayer. 
Thither  went  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Merritt  for  a  week  of  ser- 
vices. "  I  thought  I  was  a  good  walker,"  writes  Mrs. 
Merritt,  "  but  I  had  hard  work  to  keep  up  with  the 
women  who  tramped  the  roughest  trails  I  ever  dreamed 
of,  through  the  darkness  and  the  mud,  to  hear  the 
gospel."  So  plainly  did  their  church  seem  to  hear  the 
Lord  say.  "These  are  my  children,  will  you  care  for 
them  ?"  That  on  their  knees  before  Him  they  an- 
swered,  "  Yes,   Lord,  we'll  undertake  it." 

Of  Rev.  Thos.  L.  Gulick  we  learn  that  he  has  been 
Representative  Secretary  of  the  American  McCall 
Association,  and  that  at  a  meeting  of  that  Society  held 
in  Pittsfield,  he  gave  a  strong  address  on  "The  Reason 
why  those  who  desire  the  Advancement  of  Civil  Liberty 
should  labor  for  the  evangelization  of  France." 

A  few  lines  from  Mrs.  Luella  (Andrews)  Kilborne 
assure  us  of  a  desire  to  aid  us  if  she  could.  She 
says  :  "  I  sometimes  wish  that  we  might  all  go  back  to 
my  native  land.  I  dream  of  it  only  as  it  used  to  be, 
and  when  I  read  of  the  boys  and  girls  who  have 
grown  into  manhood  and  womanhood,  the  former 
acting  as  statesmen.  I  know  not  whether  to  weep  or 
rejoice  that  the  dear  old  associations  are  broken  up." 

To  Mrs.  Fanny  (Andrews)  Shepherd  the  Lima 
Kokua  Society  of  Kawaiahao  Seminary  sent  five  dol- 
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lars,  to  be  used  in  her  mission  work  as  she  thought 
best.  It  is  to  be  applied  to  "  a  school  for  the  poorest 
of  the  poor,  begun  because  the  mothers  begged  that 
their  children  might  not  grow  up  in  ignorance,  but  be 
able  to  read  God's  Word  and  learn  the  way  of  life. 
The  poverty  of  this  people  is  something  terrible  ; 
'hard  times'  are  always  present  Five  dollars  will 
go  a  great  ways  here  for  any  charity   object." 

Mrs.  Shepherd  speaks  of  their  pleasant  visit  in 
America,  of  Dr.  Shepherd's  improved  health,  of  their 
safe  journey  to  Turkey,  and  of  their  being  met  by 
hundreds  of  people,  who  came  out  as  they  neared  the 
city  (Aintab)  to  welcome  them.  Her  own  health  is  so 
poor  that  she  is  not  able  to  do  what  she  wishes  she 
could. 

Mrs.  Mary  Clement  Leavitt  spent  the  winter  for 
health's  sake  in  Vera  Cruz,  Mexico.  "  I  have  not 
been  at  uninterruptedly  '  tolerably  well,  thank  you,'  as 
I  was  last  winter,"  she  writes,  February  23,  "  threat- 
ened with  pneumonia,  with  cough  left  behind — but 
nearly  gone,  I  hope.  I  do  not  feel  pulled  down  nor 
aged  now,  though  I  did  till  within  a  month.  I  have 
had  every  evening  entirely  alone  since  November  9, 
and  but  very  little  speech  or  sight  of  anybody  at  other 
times.  Except  for  my  little  Sunday  school  class,  I 
have  not  had  six  hours'  talk  with  any  and  all,  counting 
in  the  words  with  my  Spanish  servant — no  indeed,  nor 
half  of  six  hours.  I  have  not  had  an  unhappy 
moment,  but  trust  I  shall  never  be  so  alone  again." 

Miss  Helen  Norton  writes  :  "  Though  I  have  been 
very  busy,  it  seems  to  me  I  have  given  more  time  to 
explaining  the  situation  in  Hawaii,  defending  its  de- 
fenders, contradicting  sensational  and  false  reports, 
calling  attention  to  the  importance  of  so  small  a  por- 
tion of  the  earth's  surface  to  the  United  States,  than 
to  any  other  subject  whatever.  Accept  best  wishes 
for  every  cousin  in  the  Society.  I  always  feel  rich 
when  I  count  my  cousins."

.  "  What  an  era  you  have  passed  through,"  writes 
Mrs.  Waters.  "  Never  before  have  I  so  longed  to  be 
in  Hawaii  as  since  the  troubles  began.  We  are  only 
two,  but  we  would  have  been  two  warm  hearts  and 
four  industrious  hands  wherever  needed  to  support 
good  and  clean  government." 

From  Mrs.  Church's  crowded  pages  we  quote:  "We 
have  the  Hawaiian  Gazette,  and  read  it  very  thor- 
oughly. Dr.  B.  D.  Bond  has  for  several  years  sent  it 
to  us  direct  from  the  office,  which,  having  read,  we 
forward  to  his  brother  Will.  We  greatly  appreciate 
the  favor.  We  hope  and  believe  that  when  the  terrible 
cloud  of  revolution  rolls  by  the  Hawaiian  skies  will  be 
brighter  than  ever  before.  We  had  hoped  the  little 
Republic  would  be  established  without  bloodshed,  that 
the  hopes  of  the  Royalist  party  would  die  out,  and 
their  leaders  would  become  discouraged  and  give  up 
without  actual  rebellion."  Of  family  matters  she  tells 
us  that  Mr.  Church  is  in  charge  of  the  Michigan 
School  for  the  Blind.  "  He  makes  all  the  purchases, 
teaches  two  classes,  moral  science  and  geometry, 
supervises  the  entire  establishment,  and  attends  to  the 
thousand  and  one  wants  of  the  pupils  and  teachers. 
This  takes  all  his  time  from  G:30  a.m.  to  8:30  p.m. 
Charlie  is  stenographer  in  the  office  of  the  assistant 
superintendent  of  the  Lake  Shore  &  Michigan  South- 
ern railroad  in  Cleveland.  Is  also  Sunday  school 
superintendent  of  the  Plymouth  church.  He  is  a 
great   robust-looking  young  man,  full  of  life  and  fun. 
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Albert  is  studying  medicine  at  Ann  Arbor.     Louie  is 
still  at  Oberlin,  closing  her  senior  year." 

Mrs.  C.  S.  Kittridge  writes  :  "  We  rejoice  you  have 
been  brought  through  your  dark  and  trying  days  so 
bravely,  and  have  won  such  heroic  laurels  And  this 
has  resulted  as  one  of  the  side  issues,  that  this  coun- 
try has  learned  more  of  the  Islands,  their  character 
and  resources,  than  could  have  come  in  many  years  of 
ordinary  living.  How  much  we  all  hope  that  your 
bright  days  of  prosperity  are  not  far  away,  and  that 
those  enchanting  valleys  and  hillsides  may  be  peopled 
with  frugal  and  law-abiding  citizens.  1  speak  as  if 
youi  prosperous  days  were  not  with  you  now,  yet 
when  I  read  from  your  Report  of  the  great  number 
who  have  been  able  to  travel  over  the  world  the  past 
year,  and  of  the  heavy  contributions  your  people  have 
given  to  all  good  objects,  I  do  not  see  how  you  could 
be  called  anything  but  prosperous.  Dr.  and  I  went  as 
delegates  to  the  General  Church  Association  at  Los 
Angeles.  There  we  were  greatly  interested  to  hear 
Mr.  Frear  in  his  urgent  appeals  for  foreign  missions. 
He  quoted  Honolulu  for  its  generous  giving,  and  made 
the  statement  that  the  Central  Union  church  gave 
more  yearly  than  all  the  churches  in  the  State  of 
California,  not  even  excepting  Dr.  McLean's  church 
of  1200  members.  This  produced  a  ripple  of  excite- 
ment, in  which  I  caught  the  words,  '  Bring  it  into  the 
Union,'  '  Make  it  a  State.'  " 

Occasions. 

We  are  not  yet  a  State — but  we  are  a  Republic  ! 
Never  brighter  sun  shone  out  of  the  deep  blue  of  our 
tropic  sky  than  that  which  looked  down  on  the  morn- 
ing of  July  4th,  1894,  on  the  important  event  transpir- 
ing at  the  steps  of  the  old  Iolani  Palace.  The  consti- 
tution of  the  Republic  was  then  promulgated,  and  Hon. 
Sanford  B.  Dole  took  the  president's  oath  of  office  for 
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the  next  six  years.  A  few  hours  later,  what  had  long 
been  known  as  "  Little  Britain,"  was  renamed  "Inde- 
pendence Park,"  and  a  joyous  gathering  assembled  in 
its  capacious  pavillion  to  celebrate  with  song  and 
speech  the  118th  anniversary  of  American  Independ- 
ence, and  Hawaii's  new  birthday. 

On  the  1 2th  of  December  scores  of  cousins  with 
many  friends  grouped  themselves  under  umbrageous 
trees  about  the  foundation  walls  of  "  Pauahi  Hall"  at 
Punahou,  to  witness  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  by 
President  Dole.  Then  on  the  1 9th  December  we 
celebrated  Founder's  Day  at  Kamehameha,  when  its 
usual  program  was  supplemented  by  the  transfer, 
from  the  Trustees  of  the  Giris'  School,  of  its  keys  to 
Miss  Ida  M.  Pope,  which  by  her  were  gracefully 
accepted.  This  new  school  for  Hawaiians  is  spacious 
and  elegant.  It  would  be  rare  to  find  in  an}'  land  one 
with  better  appointments.  Its  cupola,  in  part  enclosed 
with  plate  glass,  commands  a  panorama  of  wondrous 
beauty. 

Closely  following  these  happy  incidents  came  the 
week  of  fear  and  gloom  ever  memorable  in  our  annals. 
Those  were  anxious  days  and  nights  when  martial 
law  prevailed,  when  cousins  old  and  young  were  on 
duty  as  guards,  rifle  in  hand,  on  our  streets,  or  in 
action  on  the  hill  sides  and  in  the  valleys,  while  they 
sought  to  put  down  a  rebellion  that  was  rife  with  plans 
to  fill  our  hearts  and  homes  with  loss  and  agony. 
Concerning  this  epoch  allow  me  to  quote  the  forceful 
words  of  L.  A.  Thurston.  "Amid  hostile  environment, 
amid  opposition,  treachery  and  revolution  at  home  and 
the  depressing  effects  of  continuously  hostile  influences 
from  abroad,  President  Dole  and  his  associates,  to  the 
best  of  their  limited  powers  and  with  all  the  wisdom 
with  which  God  has  endowed  them,  are  maintaining 
their  outer  breastworks  of  civilization  in  the  Pacific, 
with  a  reserve  consisting  of  a  handful  of  professional 
and  business  men,   mechanics  and  clerks." 
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Thank  God  the  breastworks  are  maintained.     We 
believe   they   will   be  until  buttressed  by  annexation. 

Fortunately  martial  law.  effectively  enforced  for 
weeks  by  the  ever  vigilant  Marshal  E.  G.  Hitchcock, 
was  over  before  the  23rd  of  April.  On  the  evening  of 
that  day  fifty  or  sixty  cousins — all  descendants  of  mis- 
sionaries, three  generations  being  represented  by  one 
family — bearing  taro,  bananas,  sugar  cane,  cocoanuts, 
pigs  and  pigeons,  and  other  "mea  aloha, ,;  advanced  in 
line,  as  quietly  as  mirth  would  allow,  to  the  iesidence 
of  Hon.  S.  B.  Dule.  At  the  gate  they  were  well  nigh 
challenged  by  the  sentinel,  but  declaring  themselves 
friends,  were  allowed  to  enter.  The  surprise  on  the 
part  of  our  gracious  President  and  his  charming  wife 
was  complete.  Trie  birthday  hookupu  was  a  perfect 
success. 

A  poem,  written  for  the  occasion,  by  Miss  M.  A. 
Chamberlain  was  read  by  Judge  J  add,  and  .  fterwards 
published. 

Items. 

Our  students  abroad,  on  their  way  to  spend  last 
summer's  long  vacation  at  home,  were  cruelly  delayed 
two  weeks  by  the  "  strikes  *  that  so  paralyzed  travel 
and  traffic,  but  they  came  at  last,  a  j  >yous  company. 

Fifteen  boys  from  various  colleges,  are  expected 
soon  for  the  coming  holidays — all  with  an  honorable 
record  of  ayear's  earnest  and  successful  work.  Through 
the  kindness  of  a  generous  "  Cousin,"  Hiram  Bingham 
Jr.,  with  laurels  won  for  Yale  in  her  late  intercollegiate 
debate  with  Harvard,  hopes  to  be  among  them. 

During  the  winter  Judge  VV.  F.  Frear  was  confined 
to  his  bed  eight  weeks  with  slow  fever.  When  able  to 
leave  it,  by  medical  advice  he  went  at  once  to  Oakland. 
We  noted  with  pleasure  his  marked  improvement 
on  his  return. 

After  two  years  of  most  patiently  endured  imprison- 
ment  at  Punahou,  consequent    upon   a    dreadful    fall 
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on  Diamond  Head,  Mrs.  Edith  Lyons  is  gladly  wel- 
comed by  us  as  we  see  her  again  at  church  or  in  our 
homes. 

Gleesome  Margaret  Castle,  on  a  holiday  ride  with 
her  father,  was  thrown  from  her  horse  and  borne  home 
unconscious.  Assiduous  care  of  physicians  lor  months, 
and  tenderest  nursing  by  her  mother,  have  been  blest 
to  her  restoration. 

Anxiety  for  the  life  of  George  Carter,  long  and  seri- 
ously ill,  was  added  to  the  grief  of  his  dear  relatives 
while  they  wept  over  him  who  slept  in  death.  Re- 
stored in  a  measure,  he  returns  to  dwell  in  the  land  of 
his  birth. 

Miss  Hattie  Forbes,  with  a  bloom  on  her  cheeks 
that  shows  the  benefit  of  a  winter  spent  in  the  States, 
has  lately  arrived. 

Miss  Bella  Lyons  also  gained  in  health  during  her 
first  and  much  enjoyed  visit  of  two  months  at  the 
Coast. 

Among  tourists  hither  was  Mrs.  Mary  (Tinker)  Har- 
vey, with  her  husband,  Dr.  Harvey,  of  Buffalo.  She 
left  the  Islands  in  1841,  at  the  age  of  two,  and  it  was 
with  great  interest  she  spent  a  month  here.

Deaths. 

As  we  read  the  roll  of  the  dead  at  our  last  annual 
meeting,  we  knew  not  that  two  others  of  our  band  had 
just  passed  into  life  beyond.  For  their  kindred  we 
mourned,  for  them  we  rejoiced  when  the  tidings 
reached   us. 

On  the  11th  of  June,  1894,  the  summons  came  sud- 
denly lor  Mrs.  Caroline  H.  Bailey.  Yet  she  had 
watched  long  and  was  ready.  She  died  at  Oakland, 
aged  79  years  and   10  months. 

June  14,  1894,  Mrs  Louisa  L.  Gulick  went  to  her 
reward.  Hers  was  rare  consecration  to  the  Master's 
service,  and  He  honored  her  with  broad  fields  of  use- 
fulness and  made  her  influence  widely  felt. 

On  July  14,  1894,  Hon.  S.  N.  Castle,  at  the  age  of 
83  years  1 1  months,  reached  the  end  of  his  pilgrim- 
age. For  years  he  was  a  tower  of  strength  in  this 
community,  relied  on  in  civic,  business  and  ecclesiastic 
relations.  His  last  years  were  marked  by  great 
feebleness,  borne  with  Christian  fortitude.  At  his 
burial  his  four  sons  tenderly  laid  the  remains  in  the 
grave.  But  who  in  that  company  of  sympathizing 
friends  could  foresee  what  grave  awaited  one  of  those 
bearers  ? 

At  Grinnell,  Iowa,  Oct.  10,  1894,  aged  58,  Mrs. 
Julia  M.  (Richards)  Brewer.  It  is  said  by  her  pastor  : 
"  Her  life  was  one  of  devotion  to  God,  of  faithfulness 
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to  duty,  of  sweetness  to  all."  As  she  came  to  the 
hour  of  release  from  much  bodily  suffering,  she  was 
able  to  say  :  "  Though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of 
the  shadow  of  death  I  will  fear  no  evil." 

At  Honolulu,  Nov.  22,  1894,  Bernice  Brown. 
Scarcely  two  months  on  earth,  then  transplanted  to 
the  garden  of  the  Lord. 

At  Cambridge,  Mass.,  Nov.  30,  1894,  Pierre  J. 
Gulick,  aged  21.  One  who  knew  him  well  says  :  "He 
was  loving  and  lovable,  gentle  and  self-controlled,  a 
conscientious  Christian  and  an  earnest  student." 

In  Honolulu,  Jan.  3,  1895,  at  the  age  of  86  years 
and  4  months,  Mr.  Henry  Dimond.  It  must  have 
been  a  happy  new  year  that  brought  to  Father  Dimond 
the  end  of  mortality  and  the  beginning  of  immortal- 
ity ;  £»r  infirmity,  pain  and  loneliness— youth  renewed, 
reunion  with  the  companion  so  recently  gone  before, 
and  admission  to  the  Saviour's  presence. 

On  the  4th  of  Jan.,  1895,  our  dear  Miss  Knight 
passed  also  into  the  b.iss  of  heaven.  So  much  was 
she  with  us  in  her  quiet  way  in  the  varied  activities  of 
life,  a  comfort  and  a  cheer  to  all,  it  has  been  hard  to 
realize  we  shall  meet  her  no  more  on  earth. 

In  the  early  morning  of  Jan.  7  a  strange,  sad  word 
passed  through  our  community  :  "  Charles  Carter  died 
at  five."  Could  we  believe  it  ?  One  so  vigorous,  in 
the  very  prime  of  manhood  and  its  highest  promise, 
silent  in  death  !  At  the  first  knowledge  of  an  uprising 
among  the  royalists,  Mr.  Carter  put  himself  among 
the  defenders  of  the  government  to  disperse  the  gath- 
ering company  of  insurgents.  Alas  !  shot  from 
ambush,  a  rebel's  ball  sped  on  its  deadly  mission,  and 
our  cousin  fell.  The  Lord  of  Hosts  graciously  use 
the  sacrifice  of  the  precious  life  for  the  country's  good. 

On  the  8th  of  Jan.  came  again  the  angel  of  death, 
bringing  bereavement  to  a  wide  circle  of  our  member- 
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ship.  The  aged  Father  Waterhouse,  with  quiet  trust 
and  glad  hope,  heard  the  call  of  the  messenger  and 
went  hence. 

Henry  N.  Castle  was  in  Germany  when  news  of 
the  rebellion  reached  him.  Plans  for  future  work  and 
study  were  at  once  laid  aside.  With  heart  alive  for 
his  country's  welfare,  and  taking  his  beautiful  child, 
little  Helen  Dorothy,  wilh  him,  he  embarked  on  the 
Elbi  to  return  at  once  to  Hawaii.  How  hearts  were 
agonized  by  the  disaster  that  befell  that  ship's  large 
company,  overwhelming  them  with  dismay,  Jan.  30. 
We  can  never  know  what  last  thoughts  of  home  and 
heaven  filled  their  breasts  as  the  chill  waves  of  the 
North  Sea  engulfed  them.  But  we  may  leave  them 
in  the  Father's  keeping.  With  Charles  Carter's  name 
we  enroll  that  of  Henry  Castle  on  the  honored  list  of 
martyr  patriots.  In  his  last  letter  home  Mr.  Castle 
had  written  that  Dorothy  was  angelic.  Blessed  little 
one,  to  be  among  the  angels  now. 

On  the  5th  of  April,  1895,  Mrs.  Mary  Ellen  (Rich- 
ardson)  Gay  was  thrown  from  her  carriage  and  mor- 
tally hurt.  The  kind,  faithful  rearing,  given  her  in 
girlhood  by  Mrs.  Juliette  Cooke  bore  pleasing  fruit  in 
her  careful  tending  of  her  own  family  of  seven  inter- 
esting children. 

In  Westfield,  N.Y.,  after  brief  illness,  Mrs.  Mary  T. 
Tinker,  in  her  85th  year,  went  to  her  crowning.  From 
1831  to  1^40  she  was  a  member  of  the  Hawaiian 
Mission.  Her  ready  acquisition  of  the  native  language 
and  her  winning  manners  made  her  a  valuable  and 
acceptable  worker  among  the  people. 

In  Hilo,  on  the  4th  of  May,  1895,  Mrs.  Alameda 
(Hitchcock)  Moore. 

In  the  spring  of  1894,  Henry  Coicord  Appleby. 
"  Sometime  before  going  hence,  he  witnessed  a  good 
confession  of  faith." 
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"  I  watched  a  sail  until  it  dropped  from  sight 
Over  the  rounding  sea.     A  gleam  of  white, 
A  last  far  flashed  farewell    and,  like  to  thought 
Slipt  out  of  mind,  it  vanished,  and  was  not. 

"  Yet  to  the  helmsman,  standing  at  the  wheel, 
Broad  seas  still  stretched  before  the  gliding  keel. 
Disaster  ?     Change  ?     He  left  no  slightest  sign, 
Nor  dreamed  he  of  that  dim  horizon  line. 

"  So  may  it  be,  perchance,  when  down  the  tide 
Our  dear  ones  vanish.  Peacefully  they  glide 
On  level  seas,  nor  mark  the  unknown  bound. 
We  call  it  death — to  them  'tis  life  beyond."

REPORT  OF  THE  HILO  BOYS*  BOARDING 

SCHOOL. 


The  most  encouraging  feature  of  the  year  has  been 
the  deep  and  prevalent  spiritual  awakening  among  the 
pupils.  A  large  number  of  the  scholars  are  profess 
ing  christians,  members  of  Haili  church,  but  we  all 
need  reviving,  and  this  has  been  a  year  of  constant 
renewel  of  faith  in  God  and  his  law.  From  four  dif- 
ferent sources  have  we  been  supplied  with  Bibles,  and 
so  the  smallest  pupi!  reads  at  morning  and  evening 
prayers.  Early  in  the  year  Captain  Milsaps  visited  us, 
and  his  talks  and  method  of  holding  meetings  attracted 
the  boys,  so  their  daily  meetings  have  assumed  the 
form  ot  the  Army  meetings.  The  officers  have  been 
helpful  to  them  in  many  ways.  The  interest  has  not 
flagged  from  the  first,  has  even  passed  over  a  two- 
weeks'  vacation  without  diminishing.  One  boy  says, 
"  I  know  I  am  a  better  boy,  because  the  other  day  I 
saw  a  banana  and  reached  out  my  hand  for  it,  but  I 
thought,  that  is  not  mine,  wait  till  meal  time  ;  and  I 
did  ;   but  before  this  I  would  have  taken  it." 
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The  ice  machine,  which  was  put  in  a  year  ago,  has 
proved  a  good  investment,  and  has  furnished  ice  to 
Hilo  and  shipping  customers  at  the  same  rates  of  sup- 
ply here  as  in  Honolulu. 

Our  number  has  remained  about  the  same,  as  also 
the  teachers.  Substitutes  have  been  furnished  by 
Mrs.  Terry  and  Miss  Lyman  for  part  of  the  year. 

We  have  been  unusually  free  from  sickness,  aside 
from  the  epidemic  of  German  measles. 

The  yield  from  the  fields  has  been  good,  and  we  are 
using  coffee  of  our  own  growing. 

We  wish  to  express  our  united  thanks  as  a  corps  of 
teachers  and  as  a  school,  for  the  financial  help  given 
us  by  your  society.  We  are  not  richly  endowed  with 
money,  but  often  overpowered  with  opportunities  and 
responsibilities  of  work  for  the  Master  in  Hilo.

REPORT     OF     THE     EAST     MAUI     FEMALE 
SEMINARY,     MAKAWAO. 


But  for  one  standby,  our  school  would  have  an 
entirely  new  faculty  this  year.  Two  teachers  left  in 
the  summer.  Miss  McLennon  returned  to  the.  States 
on  account  of  lost  health.  Two  months  later,  Miss 
Hammond  left  us  to  teach  in  Kamehameha  School 
for  Girls. 

During  the  fall  term  we  had  fewer  pupils  than 
usual,  but  thirteen  new  ones  have  come  to  us  this 
term,  bringing  us  up  to  the  usual  number. 

The  health  of  our  pupils  has  been  excellent;  Ger- 
man measles,  and  indisposition  as  the  result  of  vacci- 
nation, being  almost  the  only  ailments. 

Our  Sunday  prayer  meeting  has  been  merged  into  a 
Christian  Endeavor  meeting.      Not  only  the  members, 
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but  others  of  the  girls  take  part  readily  in    the   meet- 
ings, and  show  an  interest  in  them. 

Three  of  our  number  have  united  with  the  church, 
and  three  others  have  expressed  a  desire  to  do  so.  The 
influence  of  the  girls  who  are  trying  to  do  right  is 
worth  much  in  stimulating  others  to  make  the  effort 
also.  Two  former  pupils,  who  are  now  teachers  and 
who  board  here,  are  a  great  help  in  this  direction. 

The  water  which  comes  to  us  from  a  spring  three 
miles  up  the  mountain  through  pipes,  which  were  put 
in  last  year,  is  clear  and  fresh  and  abundant.  We  all 
feel  very  grateful  for  it.  The  pipes  were  put  in  just 
in  season  to  prevent  grave  consequencs,  for  owing  to 
the  drought  of  last  summer,  the  school  would  have 
been  obliged  to  close  for  a  time,  had  it  not  been  for 
the  new  pipes.  Those  who  worked  so  faithfully  for, 
and  contributed  toward  the  work,  may  feel  that  their 
labor  and  money  were  expended  in  a  wise  way. 

We  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  members  of 
the  Cousins'  Society  for  their  appropriation  to  our 
school.  Five  of  our  girls,  who  are  daughters  of  min- 
isters, are  thus  provided  for. 

We  desire  also  to  thank  the  Central  Union  Sabbath 
school,  Mr.  H.  P.  Baldwin,  Mr.  C.  M.  Cooke,  Mr.  A. 
S.  Wilcox,  Mr.  G.  N.  Wilcox  and  others  who  have 
contributed  to  the  school.  As  times  are  becoming 
harder  and  food  more  scarce,  the  Hawaiians  are  not 
able  to  pay  as  much  of  the  tuition  of  their  children  as 
formerly,  so  aid  is  very  gratefully  received.

REPORT  OF  THE  KOHALA  GIRLS'  SCHOOL. 


Our  school  opened  this  year  with  sixty-one  members 
on  the  roll,  but  owing  to  the  change  of  principals  in 
February  we  lost  ten  of  our  largest  girls,  leaving  us 
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now  but  fifty-one,  two  thirds  of  them  quite  small.  We 
have  had  one  less  teacher  than  our  usual  number  for 
the  past  four  months,  but  we  have  cause  for  gratitude 
that  the  other  teachers  have  all  been  strong  and  well, 
and  that  we  have  had  no  sickness  among  the  children. 

There  has  been  a  marked  spiritual  growth  among 
the  girls  lately,  and  we  are  praying  that  it  may  not  be 
for  a  day,  but  that  it  will  result  in  a  permanent  estab 
lishment  of  character.  They  have  a  prayer  meeting 
of  their  own,  two  evenings  in  the  week,  led  by  different 
girls,  and  all  taking  some  part.  The  influence  of  these 
meetings  has  been  boundless. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  your  Society  and  to  all 
other  friends  who  have  given  us  financial  aid  this 
year.  We  ask  your  prayers  that  God's  blessing  may 
rest  upon  our  school  for  the  coming  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  KAUAI  INDUSTRIAL 

SCHOOL. 

Under  the  efficient  management  of  the  principal, 
Miss  A.  Bruce,  late  of  Kuhala  Seminary,  the  school 
has  passed  a  successful  year. 

The  boys  show  an  increasing  interest  in  their  higher 
studies. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  classes  under 
Mr.  Broadbent's  charge,  in  blacksmithing  and  carpen- 
tering. 

The  boys  seem  willing  and  faithful  in  then  work  on 
the  farm,  and  are  acquiring  the  habit  of  steady  work 
done  cheerfully  and  as  a  matter  of  course. 

Hon.  G.  N.  Wilcox  has  contributed  his  generous 
donation  of  $600  a  year,  as  in  the  past.  Hon.  A.  S. 
Wilcox  made  a  contribution  of  $200.  From  Mother 
Rice  was  received  a  contribution  of  $100. 
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The  Hawaiian  Mission  Children's  Society  gave 
$250;  and  the  Central  Union  Sunday  School  gave 
$50,  that  pays  the  tuition  of  two  boys.  The  Board  of 
Education  paid  us  the  $500  appropriated  by  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr.  Macfie  of  Porto  Rico,  formerly  of  Kilauea. 
Kauai,  donated  an  excellent  piano  to  the  school.  As 
the  result  of  a  concert  arranged  for  through  the  efforts 
of  Mrs.  VV.  H.  Rice,  last  summer,  the  teachers  are 
enjoying  the  use  of  a  fine  new  phaeton  and  harness. 

Senator  Rice,  with  his  usual  generosity,  has  given 
the  use  of  a  number  of  cows. 

Miss  M.  Lampman  has  had  charge  of  the  primary 
department,  and  Miss  Emma  Blake,  a  graduate  of 
Makawao  Seminary,  has  made  an  efficient  matron  and 
teacher  of  the  small  boys'  sewing  and  laundry  classes. 

The  pupils  range  in  age  from  5  to  18  years,  and  are 
well  and  happy.     - 

The  friendliness  between  teacher  and  scholar  makes 
Malumalu  seem  more  like  a  large  family  than  a  school.

REPORT    OF     KAWAIAHAO     SEMINARY, 
HONOLULU. 


There  are  eight  teachers  and  one  hundred  and  one 
girls  at  Kawaiahao  Seminary. 

The  girls  are  divided  into  four  classes.  The  three 
higher  divisions  have  thirty  minute  recitations  from  !) 
until  1  2  a.m. 

Miss  Abigal  Aikue  has  charge  of  the  primary  grade 
and  has  shown  marked  ability  in  teaching  the  little 
ones. 

We  have  three  dormitories  under  the  care  of  the 
school  teachers.      Each    girl    must  make   up  her  own 
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bed  and  keep  her  clothes  in  order.     The  small  children 
are  cared  for  by  the  older  girls. 

The  domestic  department  has  been  very  satisfac- 
torily managed  by  Mrs.  Emma  Mahelona.  The  food 
for  both  girls  and  t-achers  has  been  well  cooked  and 
nicely  served.  From  the  sale  of  bread  and  cakes  we 
have  realized  $^0. 

The  teachers  each  have  charge  of  a  sewing  class  in 
the  afternoon,  from  2  until  3:30  o'clock,  when  the  girls 
are  taught  plain  sewing.  In  this  department  we  have 
earned  $125. 

Most  of  the  girls  make  their  own  dresses.  The  first 
term  there  were  twelve  girls  employed  in  the  dress- 
making department,  but  this  term  there  have  been  but 
eight.  While  they  have  been  kept  very  busy  with 
orders,  there  have  been  numerous  calls  for  girls  to  go 
out  and  sew.  The  girls  have  together  earned  for 
themselves  $639.40.  The  highest  amount  earned  by 
one  girl  was  by  Julia  Quinn,  which  amounted  to 
$182.92. 

The  Seminary  is  indebted  to  the  dress  making  de- 
dartment  for  over  $600. 

We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  Cousins' 
Society  for  the  entire  support  of  four  girls,  Lucy 
Leleo,  Mary  Piekoi,  Mary  Opeka  and  Hina  Kualapai, 
and  half  the  support  of  two  others,  Leialoha  Kctula 
and  Becky  Trask.  They  are  all  good  girls  and  seem 
to  appreciate  what  is  being  done  for  them.  We  also 
thank  the  Cousins  for  $'200  for  teachers'  salaries. 

We  have  been  cheered  and  encouraged  by  the  many 
ways  you  have  shown  an  interest  in  our  work  at  the 
Seminary.

REPORT    OF   CHINESE    MISSION    SCHOOLS. 


Most  gratefully  would    we  of  the  Chinese  Mission 
acknowledge  the  continued  aid   given  by  the  Cousins' 
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Society  to  a  most  important  branch  of  our  work. 
During  the  past  year  the  work  in  our  different  schools 
has  gone  forward  in  a  most  encouraging  manner. 
Over  three  hundred  young  people  of  ages  averaging 
from  3  or  4  to  23  or  24,  have  come  almost  daily  under 
the  helpful  influences  of  these  schools,  in  kindergarten, 
day  and  boarding  schools.  Our  kindergartens,  always 
interesting,  have  been  the  open  door  into  a  new  and 
beautiful  world  for  dozens  of  little  celestials,  whose 
lives  must  be  the  fairer  and  better  for  the  uplift.  The 
Mills  Boarding  School  has  been  marked  by  a  steady 
and  hopeful  growth.  Forty  six  young  men  and  boys 
have  here  found  a  Christian  home  during  the  past  year. 
Most  emphatic  and  earnest  are  the  appeals  which  this 
institution  makes  to  all  Christian  hearts  f  r  support 
and  aid.  It  is  doing  a  great  and  far-reaching  work 
and  with  increased  means  might  influence  a  still  larger 
number.  Will  not  those  able  to  give,  come  to  our 
aid  in  the  carrying  forward  of  a  work  fraught  with 
blessings  both  to  these  Islands  and  to  China.  Scores 
of  young  people  in  our  day  and  Sabbath  schools  in 
Honolulu,  Hilo,  Kohala  and  Wailuku  are  through 
your  aid  and  that  of  other  friends  being  formed  and 
fashioned  to  help  onward  and  upward  their  country- 
men into  the  light  of  the  new  day  which  is,  we  trust, 
dawning  upon  the  Chinese.  May  our  Heavenly 
Father  help  us  to  meet  aright  the  great  opportunity 
given  to  us.

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ADDRESS   OF   THE   RETIRING   PRESIDENT. 


Our  interest  in  Hawaiian  character,  especially  that 
of  the  native  pastor  and  Christian  worker,  may  well 
lead  us  back  a  little  to  the  study  of  the  situation  in 
which  they  have  been  placed,  to  see  if  with  much  that 
has  been  faultful  in  their  conduct,  there  are  not  also 
some  things  that  are  praiseworthy  and  even  heroic. 

The  members  of  the  native  churches  show  up  to- 
day battered  and  weak  and  few,  but  maybe  they  have 
come  by  their  wounds  honestly. 

There  is  much  in  the  history  of  the  past  thirty 
years  which,  if  understood,  will  put  their  case  in  a 
more  favorable  light,  and  show,  on  the  part  of  some 
of  our  native  brethren,  not  a  little  hardihood. 

Before  we  can  know  the  soldier's  bravery  and  excuse 
the  disarray  of  his  equipage,  his  wounds  and  lassitude, 
we  must  hear  the  story  of  his  marches  and  battles. 

Let  his  sufferings  be  pictured  in  all  their  realism  — 
the  heat,  the  cold,  the  hunger,  the  forced  marches,  the 
fighting,  the  wounds,  the  blood — then,  aware  of  these, 
we  will  applaud  his  disarray,  and  take  home  to  our 
hearts  the  appeal  of  the  halting  ranks  and  torn   flags. 

Undoubtedly  the  native,  be  he  in  the  capacity  of  a 
pastor  or  of  a  deacon  and  leader  in  his  church,  has 
undergone  experiences  in  which,  ii  anything  has  been 
won,  it  has  been  from  the  very  clutch  of  the  enemy, 
and  if  anything  has  been  lost,  it  has  been  in  a  stub- 
bornly contested  campaign  in  which  he  has  been 
fiercely  pressed  —  in  marches,  cut  by  ambuscades,  and 
close  hand-to-hand  fights. 

The  first  crisis  which  came  to  the  native  churches 
was  in  the  steps  taken  towards  launching  them  as 
independent  organizations  under  the  charge  of  native 
pastors.  Worthy  as  was  the  intention  of  this  move, 
which  was  made  in  1863,  it  is  now  confessed  to  have 
been  precipitate. 
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The  history  of  the  last  thirty  years  warrants  this 
conclusion.  For,  unfortunately,  the  experiment  was 
tried  during  a  period  of  storms,  and  the  storms  were 
of  unusual  severity,  and  in  them  the  quality  of  the 
native  Christianity  was  put  to  an  extreme  test.  It  was 
what  the  fathers  feared,  that  their  beloved  successors 
in  the  work  would  be  tried  overmuch.  Gladly  would 
they  have  had  the  days  of  trial  postponed.  But  it  was 
not  to  be  as  they  wished. 

Here  are  a  few  figures  :  There  were  in  1863  twenty- 
five  churches,  under  the  charge  of  sixteen  American 
missionaries  and  four  native  helpers,  with  a  member- 
ship of  19,725. 

Five  years  later,  in  1868,  these  twenty-five  churches 
are  found  to  have  been  divided  into  fifty,  with  twelve 
American  missionaries  and  thirty-five  native  pastors, 
the  membership  having  shrunk  to  17,377. 

Twenty-five  years  later,  in  1888,  there  are  found  to 
have  been  fifty-seven  churches,  one  American  and 
thirty-two  native  pastors,  and  a  membership  of  only 
5,235. 

These  figures  indicate  a  most  alarmingly  rapid 
reduction  of  the  Christian  force  among  the  Havvaiians, 
until  now,  thirty  two  years  later,  we  learn  by  the  Re- 
port of  1895,  that  there  are  fifty  six  churches,  all  but 
one  of  them  under  the  charge  of  native  pastors,  with 
a  total  membership  of  only  4,784. 

If,  in  attempting  to  account  for  this  rapid  reduction, 
we  should  attribute  the  cause  to  the  decrease  of  the 
native  population,  we  would  find  that  the  figures  do 
not  bear  us  out;  for  while,  during  the  twenty-five 
years  extending  from  1865  to  1890,  the  decrease  of 
population  was  30  per  cent.,  the  decrease  of  the 
church  membership  was  very  nearly  70  per  cent. 
There  were  other  causes   for  the   result. 

It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  one  underlying  cause 
was  the  inability  of  the  native  pastor  to  maintain  the 
high    standard    of   effort    kept    up   by   the   missionary 
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fathers.  Yet  it  is  a  question  if  the  missionary  fathers 
themselves,  had  they  lived  in  these  later  days,  under 
the  changed  circumstances,  could  have  saved  the 
churches  from  serious  decline — it  is  a  question  if  they 
could  have  kept,  through  all  these  later,  trying  condi- 
tions, the  high-water  mark  of  the  olden  time.  For 
there  came  serious  changes  into  the  life  of  the  people, 
for  which  the  native  pastor  and  Christian  were  in  no 
wise  responsible. 

First,  there  was  the  change  which  came  by  the 
passing  away  of  the  chiefs  and  the  old  order  of  things. 
Undoubtedly  this  class  of  men  were  of  great  help  to 
the  fathers.  They  were  men  of  authority  in  their 
districts.  They  were  much  respected  and  readily 
obeyed  by  the  people.  What  the  chiefs  commanded 
to  be  done,  was  done.  They  were,  in  many  cases, 
men  of  piety.  They  stood  by  the  missionary.  They 
exercised  in  the  church  a  strong,  conservative  influence. 

One  of  the  first  Sundays  my  father  spent  in  his 
parish  at  VVaialua,  he  was  accompanied  by  Dr.  Judd. 
The  crowd  was  so  great  that  when  they  were  to  be 
seated  it  was  done  simultaneously,  by  the  order  of 
Laanui,  the  chief.  Each  was  ordered  to  sit  down  in 
his  tracks.  Misled  by  the  stirring  scene  of  the  multi- 
tudes before  them,  the  missionaries  took  it  as  the  sign 
of  the  beginning  of  a  work  of  grace.  They  after- 
wards learned  that  the  coming  of  the  people  had  been 
by  order  of  the  chief.  He  had  told  them  that  the 
houses  of  absentees^  from  church  would  be  nailed  up. 
When  the  missionary  expostulated  with  him  for  the 
issuing  of  such  an  order,  he  told  the  people  that 
though  thereafter  no  force  should  be  used  to  get  them 
out  to  church,  yet  it  would  be  best  for  them  to  be 
actuated   by  the  desire  to  come. 

Now,  when  we  come  to  the  later  history  of  the 
native  churches,  to  the  time  when  the  experiment  of 
the   native   pastorate   was   tried,  we    find    no   chiefish 
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authority   exercised    in    behalf  of   their   work,  for  the 
chief  had  passed  away. 

And  with  the  chiefs  had  also  gone  the  men  of  the 
old  order,  such  as  had  proved  themselves  sturdy 
helpers  during  the  first  forty  years  of  the  mission. 
These  were  the  men  who  had  been  trained  under  the 
hand  of  the  missionary — men  who  were  imbued  with 
the  spirit  of  respect  and  loyalty  to  the  constituted 
authority,  and  who  upheld  the  higher  ideals  of  the 
chiefs  and  earlier  kings,  such  as  Kaahumanu  and 
Kekuanaoa  and  Kamehamehas  III.  and  IV. 

These  men  stood  before  the  people  as  the  represen- 
tatives of  good  government.  But  when  the  native 
pastor  came  they  had  mostly  passed  away 

The  pastor  of  the  Kaumakapili  church  told  me  that 
when  he  came  to  his  first  parish   he  was   badly  handi 
capped  for  the  lack  of  just  such  men.     He  was  left  to 
deal   with    new  material    under  very  changed  circum- 
stances. 

As  one  remarked,  "  The  change  to  the  native  pas- 
torate took  place  at  the  time  when  implicit  obedience 
to  constituted  authority  was  giving  place  to  the  pre- 
ference and  personal  choice  of  the  individual."  And 
this  sense  of  an  enlarged  individuality,  coming,  as  it 
did,  at  a  time  when  there  were  most  corrupt  influences 
abroad,  operated  disastrously. 

Nor  can  it  be  forgotten  that  this  was  the  time  of  the 
increased  sectarian  activity,  marked  by  the  growth  of 
the  Anglican  influence  and  the  Mormon  element. 
These  bodies  drew  some  away  from  the  churches 
founded  by  the  fathers. 

Furthermore,  the  passing  away  of  the  chiefs  and 
their  associates  in  the  government,  unfortunately  for 
the  native  pastors,  was  accompanied  by  the  uprising 
of  the  kahuna  power. 

It  was  during  the  premiership  and  reign  of  Kame- 
hameha  V.,  just  as  the  native  pastor  was  about 
entering  upon  his  work,  that   a  Yery   general   dealing 
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out    of    licenses    was    begun    to    be    made    to    these 
irresponsible,  evil-minded  men. 

In  the  early  days  the  chief  exercised  a  restraining 
influence  over  the  hula  master  and  the  kahuna. 
Whatever  they  did  had  to  be  done  in  great  secrecy. 
Those  considerate  kings,  Kamehamehas  III.  and  IV. 
gave  no  encouragement  to  idolatry.  They  kept  it 
down  and  out  of  sight.  In  the  keeping  of  order  in 
the  parishes  and  in  the  restraining  of  evil  practices, 
their  vast  power  was  felt  from  one  end  of  .the  group 
to  the  other. 

It  was  not  so  with  Kamehameha  V.  Though  in 
many  ways  a  strong  ruler,  he  was  apparently  without 
religious  feeling,  and  heathen  at  heart.  Under  his 
patronage  the  kahuna  and  the  hula  master  began  very 
soon  to  operate.  1  well  remember  the  revival  of  these 
things  in  my  fathers  parish.  The  time  was  in  the 
premiership  and  afterwards  during  the  reign  of  Kame- 
hameha Y. 

Even  before  the  missionary  fathers  had  withdrawn 
from  the  full  charge  of  the  work  they  began  to  note 
indications  of  a  change.  There  were  marked  signs 
that  a  reaction  had  set  in.  The  evil  influence  at  first 
wrought  very  secretly,  and  the  missionary  did  not 
understand  it.  As  one  said,  in  speaking  of  a  certain 
region  :  "I  do  rot  understand  the  people  of  this 
district.  There  seems  to  be  a  malign  influence 
operating  among  them." 

Afterwards,  when  the  missionary  father  had  passed 
away,  the  native  pastor  who  succeeded  him,  found  in 
that  fishing  village,  set  up  on  one  of  its  points  of  land, 
out  of  sight  among  the  rocks,  a  large  coral  boulder, 
looking  off  to  sea,  which  was  being  worshipped  as  the 
fishermen's  god. 

This  famous  stone,  "  Kaneaukai,"  is  still  worship- 
ped. Twice  have  I  helped  topple  it  over,  and  once,  I 
am  told,  it  was  toppled  over  by  students  of  the  Kame- 
hameha school,  and  as  often  has  it  been  set  up  again. 
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As  one  of  the  pastors  said  to  me  :  "  The  supersti- 
tious element  was  in  the  makeup  of  the  people,  and 
required  only  the  opportunity  for  it  to  become  open 
idolatry.  But  while  the  good  kings  reigned  and  the 
chiefs  were  alive  it  was  easily  suppressed." 

It  was  when  these  restraining  influences  were  taken 
away,  and  in  their  place  came  rulers  whose  policy  it 
was  to  strengthen  the  royal  prerogative  by  the  encour- 
agement of  the  old  superstitious  practices,  that  the 
force  of  the  idolatrous  spirit  began  to  be  seriously 
felt.  In  the  days  of  Kalakaua  it  achieved  its  fullest 
strength.  In  the  establishment  ot  his  "  Halenaua  ' 
society,  and  by  his  other  numerous  heathenish  prac- 
tices, he  fairly  organized  the  reactionary  party  with  all 
its  heathen  tendencies,  till,  in  the  words  of  one  who, 
as  a  pastor,  had  felt  the  royal  power,  "  Kalakaua  all 
but  came  to  the  act  of  proclaiming  the  abominations 
of  the  '  Halenaua  '  as  the  religion  of  the  land,  and 
himself  its  high   priest." 

It  was  during  such  days  as  these  that  the  experi- 
ment of  a  native  ministry  was  tried — days  when  fierce, 
malignant  influences  were  let  loose  upon  the  Christian 
community.  The  native  Christian  worker  had  to  meet 
the  old  hereditary  foe  toward  which  he  cherished  a 
certain  timidity.  As  one  remarked  :  "  He  did  not  love 
this  power  of  the  old  life.  He  hated  it.  But  it  was 
inbred,  and  as  it  sprang  again  to  control  we  felt  weak 
before  it." 

Now  that  we  know  the  story  so  fully,  it  is  pathetic 
to  go  back  to  those  bitter  days  and  review  the  fierce 
trials  through  which  those  pastors  passed.  Fostered 
by  the  highest  ruler  of  the  land  and  carried  on  in  his 
very  court,  idolatrous  practices  became  very  general. 
The  white  community  knew  little  of  it,  but  there  was 
not  a  n  itive  village,  and  hardly  a  hamlet  or  house, 
where  the  kahuna  did  not  attempt  his  operations  or 
seek  some  kind  of  recognition.  They  crept  into  the 
fold  of  the  church  and  corrupted  its  membership. 
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The  native  pastor  found  it  impossible  to  turn  back 
the  rising  tide  of  heathenism.  That  which  had  been 
an  occult  force,  working  in  the  darkness,  at  last,  under 
the  sanction  of  the  court,  began  to  dare  the  light.  It 
was  such  a  power  as  this  that  every  pastor  was  forced 
to  meet  and  have  dealings  with  in  all  the  operations  of 
life.  It  invaded  the  sanctity  of  his  home  as  well  as 
of  his  church. 

As  one  said  :  "  One  day  I  lay  in  my  house  sick  and 
in  great  pain.  Friends  came  about  me  and  begged 
me  to  employ  a  kahuna.  I  sturdily  refused,  but  my 
wife  was  prevailed  upon  to  let  him  in.  When  I  saw 
him  I  rolled  over  with  great  effort,  grasped  my  walk- 
ing stick  and  struck  at  him  and  told  him  to  be  gone." 

Is  it  wonder  that  some  of  the  native  pastors  weak- 
ened under  the  spell  of  this  malign  influence,  and 
suffered  it  for  a  season  to  affect  their  lives  ?  Consider 
the  serious  difficulty  of  the  situation—  the  often  help- 
lessness oi  their  sick—  the  real  virtue  of  some  of  the 
native  medicines  used  by  the  kahunas  and  associated 
with  their  incantations.  And  withal  it  was  a  battle 
they  had  to  fight  out  by  themselves,  and  we  so  little 
aware  of  what  it  all  meant. 

It  is  perhaps  not  enough  to  refer  the  evils  of  those 
days  solely  to  the  revival  of  kahunaism.  Kahunaism 
was  one  of  the  most  prominent  features  which  marked 
the  depravity  of  the  times  The  political  methods  of 
the  day  were  very  corrupting  to  the  people.  Kalakaua 
used  all  the  power  of  his  vast  patronage  to  efface  pure 
government.  Where  he  dared  he  left  no  department 
untouched.  None  but  the  strongest  dared  resist  his 
will.  He  yielded  himself  to  the  most  infamous 
schemes.  No  trust,  however  sacred,  was  above  the 
reach  of  his  wicked  solicitations  Officers  of  the 
church  as  well  as  officers  of  the  state  felt  the  oppres- 
sion of  his  power.  Thus  the  national  life  was 
corrupted.  Though  in  his  day  and  by  his  approval 
many  enactments  were   passed   advantageous   to  the 
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material  well-being  of  the  land,  though  he  was  too 
wise  to  put  himself  in  opposition  to  commercial 
interests,  yet  there  was  nothing  which  he  thought  it 
safe  for  him  to  do  which  he  was  not  willing  to  do  in 
violation  of  every  holy  law.  There  was  to  him  no 
sacred  thing  but  his  own  inordinate  lust  of  power  and 
self-gratification,  and  to  its  shrine  he  summoned  the 
kahuna,  the  hula  master,  and  all  that  was  dark  in 
Hawaiian  character.  Thus  from  its  central  seat  of 
influence  was  the  national  life  corrupted. 

The  wonder  is  that  the  native  ministry  came  out  of 
the  trying  ordeal,  if  not  quite  whole,  yet  with  integrity 
enough  left  to  recover  so  quickly  from  their  wounds. 

Again,  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  during  this 
later  history  of  the  Hawaiian  mission,  while  our  native 
pastors  were  in  the  field  suffering  such  disasters  from 
the  corruption  of  the  government,  and  especially  from 
the  re-awakening  of  the  old  fetish  worship,  they  had 
also  to  reckon  with  the  Asiatic  influence  which  came 
in  during  their  day  with  a  flood.  While  there  were 
economic  reasons  for  the  introduction  of  Asiatic  labor 
into  these  islands,  while  good  is  coming  of  it  to  the 
new  settlers  and  their  employers,  while  it  is  plain  that 
lands  which  had  been  left  to  waste  needed  the  tilling 
of  industrious  hands,  yet  the  harm  of  it  that  has  come 
to  the  Hawaiian  people  can  never  be  told.  Perhaps 
it  was  their  fault,  yet  it  was  their  fate  to  receive  sore 
wounds. 

In  1865,  when  the  plan  of  putting  native  pastors  to 
the  front  had  just  been  inaugurated,  there  were  1200 
Asiatics  in  the  land  ;  twelve  years  later  there  were 
6000;  eighteen  years  later  there  were  18,000;  now, 
thirty  years  later,  there  are  39,000  The  Hawaiian 
people  could  not  adjust  themselves  to  this  sudden  and 
great  incursion  of  a  new  and  untrained  element.  The 
Asiatics  came  with  their  faults  and  vices.  They  were 
thrifty,  and  yet  they  were  mostly  pagan.  Few,  it 
any,  of  them  had  families,  and  they  became  parasites

to  the  Hawaiian  family  life.  Their  influence  was 
simply  more  than  the  morality  of  the  native  people 
could  bear.  The  presence  of  such  fa  horde,  almost 
entirely  without  family  life,  worked  directly  to  encour- 
age prostitution  and  gambling  and  drunkenness  and 
the  opium  habit. 

And  the  Chinese,  as  soon  as  they  were  loosed  from 
their  contracts,  began  to  set  up  for  themselves.  They 
took  the  native  homesteads  on  rental,  and  made  it 
possible  for  many  natives  to  live  without  work.  The 
thrift  which  has  made  the  land  to  smile  again  with 
productiveness  has  so  far  mostly  encouraged  the  easy- 
going, unambitious  portion  of  the  native  community 
to  live  without  labor. 

If  this  is  the  way  things  must  go  in  the  meeting  of 
the  races,  the  stronger  not  only  grafting  their  vices  on 
the  weaker,  but  by  their  very  virtues  putting  the 
weaker  at  a  disadvantage,  it  is  unfortunate,  and  it 
accounts  in  part  for  the  present  state  of  affairs  in  the 
native  community.  It  helps  explain  the  present  weak- 
ness of  their  Christianity. 

Now,  add  to  the  balefulness  of  this  mighty  power 
of  evil  that  has  come  in  these  later  years  from  the 
Orient,  a  like  ruin  visited  upon  the  native  people  by 
the  presence  of  corrupt  elements  from  Christian 
countries,  and  we  may  fairiy  conclude  that  it  would 
have  been  most  remarkable  had  not  the  native  Chris- 
tianity appeared  just. at  that  time  so  battered  and  weak. 

During  the  last  twenty  years  the  power  of  the 
saloon  has  been  felt  as  never  before.  It  is  now  at  the 
fullness  of  its  strength,  bringing  destruction  to  the 
native  race.  It  is  an  institution  for  which  our  civil- 
ization is  responsible. 

The  evil  influences  represented  by  the  corrupt  white 
man  have  greatly  increased  during  the  last  thirty 
years,  and  are  perhaps  tenfold  stronger  now  than  they 
used  to  be  in  the  days  of  the  missionary  fathers. 

We  mention  one  mere  disturbing  fact.     It  is  within 
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these  later  years  of  the  experiment  of  a  native  pas- 
torate that  the  school  system  has  been  so  greatly 
changed.  In  place  of  being  taught  in  their  own 
tongue,  native  children  are  now  schooled  in  English. 
In  this  way  the  hold  of  the  native  Christian  teacher 
has  been  weakened,  and  for  a  time  the  general  tone  of 
thought  lowered.  The  lines  along  which  the  thought 
of  the  people  had  been  set  working  with  such  activity 
by  the  missionary  fathers  have,  as  it  were,  been  thrown 
out  of  gear.  The  enrire  machinery  of  thought  has 
been  changed.  New  adjustments  are  being  made, 
which  in  the  end  will  doubtless  result  in  great  advan- 
tage. But  meanwhile,  till  they  are  achieved,  the 
situation  has  been  marked  by  a  decided  weakening  of 
native  Christian  thought. 

Such  facts  as  these  explain  the  present  condition  of 
the  pastors  and  the  extremity  to  which  the  native 
pastors  have  been   pushed. 

As  we  thus  look  back  over  the  story  of  the  last 
thirty  years,  and  feel  the  gloom  of  the  shadows  that 
have  rested  so  heavily  on  the  native  churches,  we  find 
relief  in  the  thought  that  the  situation  is  mending. 
Though  the  chiefs  are  no  more,  there  has  been  raised 
up  a  select  body  of  educated,  capable,  Christian  native 
workers,  who  are  devoted  to  their  people.  They  will 
never  again  lose  heart  in  the  presence  of  any  kahuna 
power,  for  they  have  dared  at  last  to  grapple  with  it 
and  try  to  throw  it.  Their  costly  emancipation  from 
it  has  been  won. 

Moreover,  the  power  of  this  old  heathen  influence 
has  been  broken — broken  never  again  to  rise.  We 
walk  no  longer  under  its  baleful  shadow.  As  an 
organized  power  it  has  ceased  to  menace  us  and  insult 
and  shame  our  national  and  social  life.  The  seat  of 
our  government  can  never  again  be  the  center  of  its 
wicked  and  abominable  operations.  We  are  rid  of  the 
hateful  insults  it  once  heaped  upon  us.  There  has 
come  in  these   last   years    no   greater    blessing  to  the 
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native  churches  than  the  revolution  of  January  17, 
1893.  It  was  a  reformation  as  much  needed  by  the 
church  as  by  the  state. 

The  influence  of  the  Asiatic  civilization  is  still 
great,  but  we  are  working  to  make  it  Christian. 

The  saloon  remains  and  the  many  corrupt  influences 
of  the  Anglo-Saxon  and  Latin  civilizations,  but  there 
have  also  come  with  them  those  saving  elements  that 
are  destined  to  overpower  the  evil.  The  influence  of 
the  foreigner  is  not  all  bad,  or  the  native  population 
would  by  this  time  have  been  swept  entirely  away. 

The  American  missionary  no  longer  fills  the  native 
pastorate,  but  American  Christianity  is  getting  a  firmer 
hold  of  the  native  ministry,  and,  as  we  believe,  of  the 
minds  of  the  more  intelligent  of  the  native  commun- 
ity. Though  undoubtedly  our  mission  work  suffered 
much  by  the  change  that  was  made  in  the  system  of 
education,  yet,  now  that  that  change  has  been  effected, 
we  may  look  to  the  vast  benefits  to  be  reaped   from   it. 

The  rising  generation  is  gaining  an  intelligent  use 
of  the  English  tongue.  Stores  of  wealth  never  before 
brought  within  the  reach  of  the  native  mind  are  thus 
being  opened  up.  Heathenism  can  never  survive  the 
blow. 

Anglo-Saxon  ideas  are  getting  control  of  the  native 
mind.  We  need  no  longer  fear  the  supremacy  of 
Polynesian  ideas  Already  we  can  predict  the  death 
of  kahunaism.  The  native  pastorate,  with  perhaps  a 
single  exception  or  two,  present  a  solid  front  against 
it,  and  they  are  hard  at  work  trying  to  release  the 
minds  of  their  people  from  its  hateful  power.  They 
look  back  to  the  faultful  past  with  shamefacedness  and 
sorrow,  but  forward  with   hope. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS, 


PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  children  of  the  American  Protestant  Mission 
to  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  desiring  to  promote  the 
cause  of  Gospel  Missions,  as  well  as  to  strengthen 
the  bonds  of  union  that  naturally  exist  amongst 
us,  do  hereby  organize  ourselves  into  a  Social 
Missionary  Society,  under  the  following  Consti- 
tution  and   By-laws  : 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I.  This  Society  shall  be  called  "  The 
Hawaiian   Mission   Children's    Society." 

Art.  2.  The  design  of  the  Society  is  to  cherish  and 
promote  union  amongst  its  members,  to  cultivate  in 
them  an  active  missionary  spirit,  stir  them  up  to  good 
work,  and  more  specially  to  assist  in  the  support  of 
Christian  Missions. 

Art.  3.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  Pres- 
ident, Vice-President,  Recording  Secretary,  a  Home 
and  a  Foreign  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  Treasurer, 
all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society,  to  hold  office  for  one  year. 

Art.  4.  No  one  is  eligible  to  fill  the  office  of  Pres- 
ident for  two  consecutive  years. 

Art.  5.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Society, 
two  members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  who  together 
with  the  officers  mentioned  in  Article  3,  and  such 
members  as  may  be  chosen  by  the  Auxiliary  Societies 
in  accordance  with  Article  9,  shall  constitute  a  Board 
of  Managers,  and  who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year. 
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Art.  6.  Any  descendant  of  those  who  are,  or  have 
been  members  of  the  American  Protestant  Mission  to 
these  Islands,  and  the  descendants  of  all  those  admit- 
ted into  the  Society  in  accordance  with  Article  7,  are 
entitled  to  join  the  Society  by  paying  into  the  Treasury 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  annually,  which  shall  constitute 
one  an  Annual  Member,  or  paying  at  any  one  time  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars,  which  shall  constitute  one  a  Life 
Member. 

Art.  7.  Any  other  persons  in  active  sympathy, 
with  the  object  and  aims  of  the  Society  may  become 
members  by  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  on  pay- 
ment of  fees  as  in  Article  6. 

Art.  8.  Any  number  of  Life  Members,  resident 
elsewhere  than  in  Honolulu,  pledging  not  less  than 
$2ft  annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society,  may 
form  an  "  Auxiliary  '  (to  consist  of  Annual  and  Life 
Members  of  the  Society)  by  the  appointment  of  such 
officers,  and  the  making  of  such  regulations  as  they 
may  wish;  provided,  however,  all  be  done  in  conformity 
with  Article  '1  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  9.  Any  Auxiliary  Society,  pledging  not  less 
than  $  1  00  per  annum,  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  annually 
one  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Paient 
Society,  to  hold  office  one  year  from  its  annual  meeting. 

Art.  10.  All. members  of  the  American  Protestant 
Mission  are  ex  officio  Honorary  Members  of  this 
Society.  Any  person  may  be  admitted  as  an  Honorary 
Member  of  this  Society  by  the  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  approved  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of 
the  Society. 

Art.  I  I.  Any  member  may  appeal  from  any  action 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  to  the  Society,  at  any 
regular    meeting.      If   the    appeal    is    seconded,    such 
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action   may   be   reversed    by    a    majority   vote   of   the 
members  present. 

Art.  12.  The  Society  shall  hold  a  regular  meeting 
on  such  a  Saturday  evening  of  each  month  as  it  may 
approve,  and  an  annual  meeting  in  May  or  June.* 

Art.  13.  Each  member  shall  receive  a  certificate 
of  membership  in  the  following  form,  to  be  signed  by 
the  President  and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer. 
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Behold  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  brothers  tu 
dwell  together  in  unity.  -Ps.  cxxiii:!.

Alterations  in,  or  additions  to,  this  Con- 
stitution may  be  made  at  the  annual  meeting  by  a 
vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present,  such 
alterations  or  additions  having  been  handed  in  in 
writing,  at  the  previous  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  by  any  member  of  the  Society. 


*  By  resolution  of  the  Society  the  time  for  the  Regular  Monthly 
Meetings  is  fixed  on  the  Saturday  immediately  preceding  the  full- 
ing of  the  moon.

BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE    I. — OF    THE    OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  fireside  over  the 
meetings  ol  the  Society,  deliver  an  address  before  the 
Society  at  its  annual  meeting,  upon  vacating  his  office  ; 
appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for;  sign 
all  certificates  of  membership,  arrange  the  programme 
of  exercises  for  each  regular  meeting,  consulting  vviih 
the  chairmen  of  the  various  committees,  and  he  may 
convene  the  Society  to  special  meetings  at  his  discre- 
tion. He  shall  also  be  ex  officio  President  of  the 
Board  ot   Managers. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  audit  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Treasurer;  and  perform  all  the  duties  of 
the  President  in  case  of  his  absence. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Sec- 
retary to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Soci- 
ety at  its  several  meetings,  and  make  out  an  abstract 
report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  during  his 
term  of  office,  at  its  annual  meeting.  He  shall  also 
be  ex  officio  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
and  shall  furnish  the  Treasurer  with  a  certified  copy 
of  every  order  on  the  Treasurer  authorized  by  the 
Board. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  carry 
on  the  correspondence  of  the  Society  at  home  and 
abroad  ;  take  charge  of  the  books  and  papers  of  the 
Society,  excepting  the  files  of  the  Maile  Wreath,  and 
report  at  its  annual   meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  safely 
keep  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Society,  pay  over 
such  moneys  as  may  be  directed  from  time  to  time  by 
the  Board  of  Managers,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying 
such  expenses  as  shall  have  been  incurred  by  their 
order,  such  order  having  the  signature  of  the  Record- 
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ing  Secretary ;  shall  countersign  all  certificates  of 
membership  ;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society,  present  an  accurate  statement  of  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  the  Society  during  the  year. 

ARTICLE    JI.  —  OF    THE    BOARD    OF    MANAGERS. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers to  superintend  all  business  transactions  of  the 
Society  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  Constitution, 
and  to  keep  full  and  correct  minutes  of  a'l  its  own 
proceedings. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  of  the  Society  desiring  to 
bring  any  business  before  the  Board  of  Managers, 
shall  make  known  such  business  in  a  written  applica- 
tion to  some  member  of  the  Board,  who  shall  lay  it 
before  the  Board  for  their  action  thereon.. 

Sec  3.      The    Board   shall  decide   upon   all   applica 
tions   for  membership   under  Articles  7  and  10  of  the 
Constitution  ;    and    also    upon    the  disposition   of    the 
funds  of  the  Society. 

Sec  4.  The  minutes  of  the  Board  shall  be  read 
before  the  Society  at  each  regular  meeting  For  accept- 
ance and  adoption. 

Sec  5.  Any  vacancies  occurring  in  the  Board  of 
Managers,  by  death  or  otherwise,  shall  be  refilled  by 
regular  election  of  the  Society  at  the  earliest  succeed- 
ing meeting. 

Sec.  6.      The   regular   meetings    of  the    Board    shall 
be    held    at    such   times  as  the    Board    may  determine  , 
within  seven   days   immediately    preceding  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  Society.      The  Secretary  of  the  Board 
shall  note  the  members  present  at  each  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be 
called  by  the  President  at  his  discretion,  or  by  three 
members  thereof. 
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Article  hi.— duties   of  members. 

The  members  of  the  Society  are  expected  to  attend 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society,  as  far  as  may  be 
possible;  to  perform  all  such  duties  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  assigned  to  them  ;  to  collect  all  informa- 
tion that  may  be  useful  or  interesting  to  the  Society, 
and  at  each  regular  meeting  to  contribute  to  the  funds 
of  the  Society,  according  to  their  generosity  and  means. 

ARTICLE    IV. OF    MEETINGS. 

The  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society  shall 
be  opened  by  prayer  and  singing;  the  minutes  of  the 
last  meeting  shall  be  read  by  the  Recording  Secretary; 
the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  then  be 
read  and  acted  upon  ;  a  collection  shall  be  taken  up  by 
the  Treasurer;  the  entertainment  provided  for  in  Arti- 
cle 5  shall  then  be  in  order;  next  shall  follow  miscel- 
laneous business;  after  which,  the  meeting  shall  be 
closed  by  singing. 

The  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  open 
to  such  guests  as  any  of  the  members  may  invite  as 
being  in  sympathy  with  the   Society  and  its  objects. 

ARTICLE    V. STANDING     COMMITTEES. 

There  shall  be  a  committee  of  one  on  music,  who 
shall  be  chosen  quarterly,  to  aid  in  providing  for  the 
profitable  entertainment  of  each  monthly  meeting. * 

There  shall  be  a  committee  of  four,  consisting  of 
two  ladies  and  two  gentlemen,  to  be  elected  every  four 
months,  to  conduct  a  monthly  paper,  the  purposes  of 


*  By  resolution  of  the  Society,  the  President,  with  two  elective 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  shall  constitute  a  committee 
on  entertainment,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  secure  additional 
attractions  for  our  regular  meetings,  especially  in  the  line  of 
addresses  or  lectures. 
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which  shall  be  to  develop  more  fully  the  intellectual 
resources  of  the  Society,  and  add  to  the  Missionary 
interest  of  each  monthly  meeting. 

There  shall  be  a  committee  of  one,  to  be  appointed 
annually,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  provide  the  editors 
of  the  Maile  Wreath  with  suitable  stationery,  and  to 
be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  file  of  the 
Maile  Wreath. 

ARTICLE     VI. — RULES    OF    ORDER. 

Sec.  I.  In  Miscellaneous  business,  no  one  shall 
speak  more  than  five  minutes  at  a  time,  without  per- 
mission from  the  Society. 

Sec  2.  In  all  points  of  order,  the  presiding  officer 
shall  be  guided  by  the  rules  laid  down  in  Cushing's 
Manual. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  annulled  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any 
regular  meeting,  notice  of  each  amendment  having 
been  given  at  the  meeting  next  preceding.
